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The Empire Gold Cup, a Significant New Race 


HE fanfare has been tuned down almost to a whisper, 

but the Empire Gold Cup, to be run under the direction 
of the Empire City Racing Association at Belmont Park 
July 19, is shaping up as one of the most important races 
in the history of the American Turf. Whatever may befall 
the race itself, it represents a beginning, in the United States, 
of a new and challenging type of competition which holds 
almost unlimited possibilities for the good of the sport. 

Of the five foreign entries which are expected to fly to 
New York for the race, two from South America, three from 
Europe, the only currently ascendant national champion is 
Argentina’s Endeavour, which in his own country has no 
present rival for leadership among the distance runners. 

Ensueno, bred in Argentina, now owned in Brazil by 
Nelson Seabra, and like Endeavour a son of British Empire, 
had a spectacular career. In 1946, in the course of a few 
months, he developed suddenly from Argentina’s greatest 
sprinter to South America’s greatest stayer. His recent 
races, however, have indicated a loss of his best form. But 
if he succeeds in producing one of his best races in the Empire 
Gold Cup, this new race could make a great contest. 

The European entries inciude no horse which has yet 
established himself as a champion, but they are good per- 
formers, not at all without hope of success. If Souverain 
were coming we should have probably the best stayer in 
Europe. If Sayajirao or Djelal wins, we can only wonder 
what Souverain would have done to us. 

If American horses dominate the finish we shall not know 
how much is owing to their superiority and how much to the 
disadvantages the others may have. 

The significance of this race, however, is not so much in 
its entries or its outcome as in the race itself, which repre- 
sents the arrival of the United States in the field of inter- 
national competition, already well established elsewhere but 
opened to America only by post-war air transport. 

The fact that organized international racing is begin- 
ning in the United States, bringing together the continents 
for the first time in a sporting venture of the kind, means 
a development of world-wide importance. 

The implications are tremendous. Racing is peculiarly 
the sport in which the whole world may participate, in which 
almost any of the greater, and many of the lesser, nations 


of the earth may furnish a champion. ‘The language of 


racing, its standards of judgment, its basic rules, its unwrit- 
ten principles of sportsmanship are universal. 

Carefully developed, international racing can furnish 
the greatest, the most intriguing, the most gratifying sport- 
ing spectacles on earth. It can operate to improve racing 
and breeding in each of the many countries which may par- 
ticipate. (As, for instance, in the United States it may bring 
about a resurgence of distance racing such as never would 
have been possible with strictly internal influences operating. ) 

It can become the most effective channel of sensible pub- 
lic relations. It can, indeed, because of the friendly con- 
tacts it will make in the name of sportsmanship, contribute 
to understanding between nations. 

Because of these possibilities it is important that we look 
upon this first effort with the utmost tolerance of whatever 
ditficulties and insufficiencies it may prove to have. If the 
first effort fails to produce a perfect result—if, for instance, 
the airplane trip, or the dirt track, or the direction of run- 
ning proves a disadvantage to the foreign visitors—we shall 
do well not to say too hastily that we have come upon an 
insuperable obstacle. 

This matter of international racing, with American 
tracks participating, is too important to be blocked by any 
removable obstacle. The first trial presumably will be suc- 
cessful, but even if it is not, it should be considered only the 
first step in a routine in which trial and error will neces- 
sarily be a part of the technique for attaining success. 

We applaud the enterprise of James Butler and his asso- 
ciates in having arranged the Empire Gold Cup. We wish 
them the best of luck, for in this first attempt the luck of 
things may be important in determining the enthusiasm for 
future efforts. 

A good beginning is being made, but, without in the 
least being critical of that effort, we still believe that the 
international racing of the future should have international 
management. We still believe that a series of great races 
should be established, to be run in different countries in dif- 
ferent years, moving according to a schedule, and financed 
according to a plan, worked out by the leading turfmen of 
all the participating countries. 

These would be genuine international races, significant 
of leadership for the whole world, and with many nations 
sharing the responsibility for their success.

New YorK 
With attendance and betting steadily 
declining under the threefold influence of 
an unreasonable take-out, New Jersey com- 
petition, and a mild form of national fi- 
nancial sanity, Belmont Park seized last 
Friday afternoon to announce stakes in- 
creases totaling $145,000 for the fall pro- 
gram, so that the autumn meeting, run- 
ning from September 22 through October 
11 is now certain to be the richest, judged 
by daily purse distribution, in the history 
of American racing. or for that matter, of 
any racing. 
Last fall the distribution at Belmont was 
over a million dollars, so that this year 
the figure, for 18 days of racing, will close- 
ly approximate $1,200,000, or about $68.- 
000 a day. Last year, for its entire 42 
days, Belmont averaged $52,070 daily, and 
this year it will be well over $60,000. 
That’s an average of about $7,500 a race. 
This is, of course, a very dizzy business. 
Probably it can’t last. But when it’s over, 
no one can say that Belmont Park in par- 
ticular didn’t go all out to share its infla- 
tion-made prosperity with the owners. Also, 
as I have pointed out before, Belmont car- 
ries a disproportionate share of the bur- 
den in Long Island racing, since more 
than half of the horses in the area are sta- 
bled there all season long, and since the 
plant, better built in the first place, is 
kept up much better than either of the 
others. 


Seven and Eleven 


The actual drop at the Empire City-at- 
Jamaica meeting is less than I had thought 
from merely looking at the crowds. 
Through the first week, the attendance was 
down 1,427 a day, which is practically 7 
per cent. I should guess that 1,400 of the 
missing have gone to Monmouth Park, and 
the other 27 have been thrown off for book- 
making. The betting is down a little more 
—$208,793 a day—or a trifle over 11 per 
cent. 

This may mean simply that people have 
a little less money, but I suspect there is 
a bit more to it. A job selling $100 mutuel 
tickets now is only slightly more strenu- 
ous than a siesta, and it seems logical to 
feel that it is the heavy players who have 
been driven away by the high percentage 
of take-out. 

This may not be an unmixed curse, for 
no races are fixed and no shenanigan is 
pulled by people who stand in line to make

$2 and $5 bets. I know at Bowie last fall 
there were more sharpshooters to the 
square yard than I ever saw at a race 
track before, and if it is the high take-out 
which has driven them from New York 
then there is at least one wilting petunia 
we can give to Mayor O’Dwyer for putting 
on the bite. 


Young ’Un, Old ’Un 


Racing during the week did not seem 
to me to offer anything very exciting. 
Saggy rehabilitated himself slightly by 
beating Inseparable in the Wakefield on 
Wednesday, and he did not seem to have 
too hard a time doing it. The conviction 
grew that he lost the Tremont only because 
Al Snider let him get mixed up in a sui- 
cidal duel with Phar Mon, which not only 
took him a half in :45°5 but then drifted 
out, carrying Saggy with him. 

In the Wakefield, Arcaro was substi- 
tuted for Snider, but perhaps a more im- 
portant point was that there was nothing 
in the race that had the foot of Saggy, and 
he went the first half-mile, in front, in 
:46°5. This evidently didn’t hurt him, for 
he had no trouble coming away from In- 
separable in the late stages. The Brook- 
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meade colt was off sluggishly or he might 
have made a better contest of it. 

Saggy has belonged to a good many 
people, at one time or another. He was 
bred by Greentree Farm, and was one of a 
number of yearlings sold to Joe Flanagan. 
He went through other hands, through pri- 
vate transactions, and wound up in the 
ownership of Janon Fisher, who stands 
Saggy’s sire, Swing and Sway, at his 
farm at Eccleston, Md. Mr. Fisher put 
the colt in the Maryland Fall Sale, and 
Stanley Sagner got him for $4,700. While 
Saggy is quite a bargain, I doubt if he is 
really out of the ordinary. He is a very 
long-bodied colt, and though he may make 
a good living in sprints, he doesn’t seem 
built for any extended distance. 

The Questionnaire Handicap on Satur- 
day was all over when Bobby Permane let 
Stymie run. One long surge took him to 
the front, and though Permane kept him 
hustling through the stretch he was the 
obvious winner a furlong out. Of the 
others Brown Mogul ran better than I 
thought he would and Natchez ran much 
worse. 


Obstacle Courses 


Last winter, prowling around Camden 
and Aiken, I hazarded the opinion that the 
jumpers who trained in the Carolinas 
might have a perceptible edge on those who 
trained farther north, during the spring 
jumping season. This now turns out to 
be wrong off the figures. With only a few 
more jumping races remaining at Dela- 
ware Park, steeplechasing is about to go 
into eclipse until Saratoga, and through 
last Saturday the leading trainer, both in 
races and money won, is John T. Skinner, 
who wintered at Middleburg and made 
nothing of galloping horses in the snow. 

Through Saturday he had saddled the 
winners of 11 races this spring, including 
the stakes winners Trough Hill, Amer- 
ican Way, and Genancoke. The latter, of 
which | confess | had a very low opinion 
last year, has won three, including the 
Georgetown Steeplechase, richest stakes 
of this part of the season. Altogether 
these have earned $46,400, counting by 
ihe English, or easy, style of first monies 
only. 

Second place is held by James E. Ryan, 
who wintered at Camden, and has won 
eight races and $36,550 in first monies 
with the jumpers in his care. In money 
earned another Camden trainer, Kent 
Miller, is third with $27,175, but in races 
won honors go again to Middleburg, for 
Rigan McKinney, who wintered there, has 
saddled seven winners. 

I doubt if this means very much, be- 
cause the figures are small and cover only 
one year. But it would certainly seem to 
suggest that there is no obvious disadvan- 
tage to training jumpers as far north as 
Virginia. None except getting half-frozen 
doing it.

Belmont Increases 


Fall Stakes Money 


Purse increases in six stakes, and the 
addition of a new stakes to the Belmont 
Park fall program, will increase the purse 
distribution in stakes races at the New 
York course to $480.000. Last fall the 
stakes distribution was $340,000. The 18- 
day meeting is from September 22 through 
October 11. 

Biggest increase will come in the 2%4- 
mile New York Handicap, to be raised 
to $100,000 added. Last year it was for 
350.000 added. The new stakes will be 
the Sysonby Mile, for 3-year-olds and up- 
ward. $25,000 added. 

Other stakes that have been increased in 
value are the Fall Highweight Handicap, 
raised from $20.000-added to $25,000; the 
Jerome Handicap, from $15,000 to $25,- 
000; the Vosburgh Handicap, from $15,- 
000 to $25,900; the Ladies Handicap, from 
$20.000 to $50,000; and the Champagne 
Stakes, from $20,000 to $25,000. 

Conditions for the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion have been amended to admit geldings. 
The Broad Hollow Steeplechase Handicap 
has been raised from $10.000 to $15,000. 
Closing date for the fall stakes is August

It was used by the 
Navy as a landing craft depot during the 
war, and is being restored for racing pur- 
poses without the use of critical new ma- 
terials, the management states. It is ex- 
pected that the stable area will be ready 
to receive horses early in August.

With slightly less than half of its 75- 


Grounds was one of the few tracks that 
could boast of increased  pari-mutuel 
handle and increased per diem-per capita 
betting. 

Like most other tracks, the Fair Grounds 
was showing an attendance decrease. The 
daily average attendance was 11,503 as 
compared with 14,351 in 1946. 

But in spite of this crop, daily average 
pari-mutuel turnover was up 18 per cent, 
from $491,586 to $582,566. 

From a financial standpoint, the track 
was looking healthy. 

Viewed strictly from that standpoint, 
even the attendance drop was not hurting 
the track any in comparison with last 
year: while the attendance was down 12 
per cent, admission prices had been in- 
creased enough to offset the attendance 
drop. Grandstand tickets sold for $1 as 
compared with 50 cents last year. Club- 
house tickets sold for $2.50, an increase 
of $1.50 over last year’s price. Free 
badges had been practically eliminated. 
and ladies’ days had been discontinued. 

Thus, Lewis L. Bredin, new Michigan 
State Racing Commissioner was more than 
mildly enthusiastic as he reviewed the first 
days of the meeting, according to Daily 
Racing Form: 

“Detroit,” he said, “seems to be going 
through a refinement of racing, and there 
is no question that the crowds are the best 
in quality since the days of the old Grosse 
Pointe track.” 

The track’s atmosphere, Commissioner 
Bredin added, was “healthy”.

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PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


The Immovable Object and 
The Irresistible Farce 


Whether ’Tis Better in the Long Run to Suffer the En- 


croachments of Horses Whose Pedigrees Are One-Fourth of 


One Per Cent Non-English or to Take a Crack at Their Ancestry. 


Ascot, Epsom, and Newmarket are the 
principal workshops of the English Thor- 
oughbred. At these three famous courses 
the basic material of the world’s pedi- 
grees has been steeled. 

So it is always a temptation, after the 
Royal Ascot meeting, to take it apart and 
look for the pedigrees of tomorrow. Usu- 
ally the temptation is resisted, because 
there is neither time to look nor space to 
tell the full story. That is the case this 
year, but because England’s long leader- 
ship in the production of breeding stock 
is now being challenged as never before, 
the 1947 racing season may have unusual 
significance. Perhaps we can pause long 
enough to make a few random and more 
or less superficial examinations of the re- 
sults at the Ascot meeting of June 17-20. 

The accompanying list of winners was 
made up from cabled reports, which lack- 
ed something of being complete, with the 
result that one race (the Coventry 
Stakes?) is missing and in three other 
cases I have had to guess. I am assuming 
that Combat’s win was in the Rous Me- 
morial, Ariostar’s in the Granville Stakes, 
and the dead heat between Lerins and 
Delirium in the New Stakes. These as- 
sumptions may, of course, be incorrect, 
since the Ascot program is not exactly 
the same from year to year. 

Of the 24 winners whose names are 
available (counting two horses in the dead 
heat), six were bred in France, including 
the winners of the Gold Cup, Hardwicke 
Stakes, Queen Alexandra Stakes, Church- 
ill Stakes, and two 2-year-old races, both 
won by sons of Djebel (by Tourbillon, 
whose ancestry is largely American). 

Of these six French-bred winners, four 
—Nirgal, Monsieur l’Amiral, Djerid, and 
Lerins—are barred from the General Stud 
Book by reason of American ancestry. 

The foresight of the keepers of the 
General Stud Book in refusing recogni- 
tion to American horses after 1913 is 
shown not only by these four “cold-bloods” 
but also by the fact that 18 of the 24 win- 
ners have American ancestry—75 per cent, 
that is. 

The few American horses which were 
let into the General Stud Book before 
the gates were quietly but firmly closed 
against them have shown what bad blood 
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will do if you don’t watch. 
be carried by good hor: 
the pedigrees of goe< ves for many 
generations. As a matt i fact, it keeps 
on spreading until the pedigrees of nearly 
all horses are contaminated with it. 

It is much like trying to raise a pure- 
bred dairy herd and taking in a few un- 
pedigreed outsiders just because they hap- 
pen to give twice as much milk. The first 
thing you know you are putting more de- 
pendence on milk than on pedigree, and 
after that it is just one more step before 
somebody starts claiming that milk is 
more important than pedigree, anyway.

Americus Breeds On 


On the first day Tudor Minstrel, at 6 
to 100, ran away with the St. James’s Pal- 
ace Stakes. This was the Minstrel’s first 
race since he was beaten in the Derby. 
Because he has a cross of the American- 
bred Americus in the sixth generation of 
his ancestry he has definite stamina limi- 
tations, but a mile was easy enough for 
him. 

This explanation of Tudor Minstrel’s 
defeat in the Derby is official, having 
come from Lord Rosebery, head of Eng- 
land’s Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. Lord Rosebery is a concrete dome 
ten feet thick protecting the purity of the 
General Stud Book. 

As such his function may be construed 
as strictly defensive, dedicated to the pro- 
position that purity must be preserved, 
in vitro, as it were, if not in competition. 
So it is a little surprising to see him sally 
forth and shy a brickbat at a horse six 
generations away, so amazingly prepotent 
that he overpowers virtually the whole 
strength of English breeding. If the Earl 
of Rosebery does not live to eat these 
words it will be because he has left off 
reading the racing results. 

It is, at any rate, a gain for our side 
that he has stepped out of his role as an 
immovable object to play a more active 
part in this irresistible farce. Silent, he 
compelled a certain courtesy of silence. 
Passing judgment on the effect of “short- 
runing American blood,” he has invited 
testimony, from the horses themselves, in 
support or refutation. 


Some Sprint and Some Stay 


Masaka, winner of the Queen Mary 
Stakes, is by Nearco (which goes back 
in tail-female to the Travers Stakes win- 
ner Maiden, by Lexington) out of the 
Irish One Thousand Guineas and Oaks 
winner Majideh, by *Mahmoud (which 
goes back to the same Americus which 
tied a tether to Tudor Minstrel). 

The Ascot Stakes of 2% miles fell to 
Reynard Volant, whose second dam is by 
Flying Orb, by Orby, son of the Ameri- 
can-bred Hanover mare Rhoda B. This 
strain, like that of Americus, always indi- 
cates lack of stamina when found in an 
English sprinter. 

Only two of the six winners on the 
second day had American strains, Djerid 
and Combat, both winners of short races. 
Big Game, the sire of Combat, could not 
stay the Derby distance, but his dam. Com- 
motion, won the Oaks, which is run over 
the same mile and a half as the Derby. In 
this pedigree the influence of Americus is 
practically phenomental, skipping right 
over an Oaks winner. It is quite a feat fora 
horse six generations away to overpower 
the purebred Big Game in this mating and 
make a sprinter. Commotion’s victory in 
the 112-mile Oaks was very strange, in 
view of the fact that Americus was only 
five generations away in her pedigree. 

During the iast two days of the Ascot 
meeting there was no winner without an

The tendency of this Ameri- 
can stock to produce horses without stam- 
ina is shown plainly in the cases of Oros, 
The Bug. and Greek Justice, for instance. 
All of these go back to Orby (son of a 
high-class Hanover mare). Orby won the 
Derby and there is no reason to suppose 
that Hanover would not have done so if 
he had been on that side of the ocean. 
But these short-bred horses (Hanover’s 
pedigree in two places was hard to trace 
beyond the Revolutionary War) cannot 
pass on real stamina to their descendants. 
Result is that The Bug. which in the re- 
mote reaches of his pedigree must be at 
least one-quarter of one per cent non- 
English. is only a great sprinter. (He was 
unbeaten in seven starts last year.) 
Oros. another sprinter, is by Khosro, 
which is inbred to Orby with three free 
generations, out of a mare which brings in 
another cross of Orby. There you are.

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LORD ROSEBERY’S DIAGNOSIS 


Reaction of an upper-class Englishman 
to a disturbing situation, according to a 
well recognized tradition, is to write a 
letter to the Times. After the Derby, the 
Earl of Rosebery, senior steward of the 
Jockey Club and president of the Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association, wrote a 
letter to the Times. In a Reuters dispatch 
to Daily Racing Form the following ex- 
tract from the letter was quoted: 


“So much has been written in the last 
few days concerning the Derby that it may 
not be out of place to make the follow- 
ing observations. During the winter months 
students of breeding were convinced that

“It is interesting to reflect that he was 
bred by an Englishman, Mr. Esmond, 
whose one idea wes to breed a Derby win- 
ner. If he had lived, Pearl Diver would 
no doubt have heen trained by Fred Darl- 
ing and ridden by Gordon Richards as 
was Fox Cub, Mr. Esmond’s horse, which 
was second in the Derby of 1939.”

Monsieur ]’Amiral, winner of England’s 
longest flat race, is out of a mare by

It’s Not Like Yesteryear 


An eerie aspect was given to the Ascot 
meeting by the fact that none of its win- 
ners was by Hyperion or Fairway and 
none owned by Lord Derby. Lord Astor, or 


Lord Rosebery: whose studs are the princi- 
pal pillars of purity. 

Five sires had two winners each. One of 
these was Panorama, which has an Orby 
cross. Three of the others were bred in 
France—Bois Roussel, Djebel, and Atout 
Maitre. The fifth was Nearco, bred by 
the old Italian master Federico Tesio from 
an incomparable family with an American 
taint from Civil War times. 

The male lines were a strange assort- 
ment for Ascot.

The other male-line groups are Tour- 
billon 3 (through Djebel and Goya), Sir 
Cosmo 3 (through Panorama and Khosro), 
Phalaris 4 (through Nearco, Signal Light, 
and Fair Trial), Gainsborough 3 (Edward 
Tudor, Taj Ud Din, Solario), Blandford 
2 (through Big Game, by *Bahram, and 
Wyndham, by *Blenheim 2nd). The other 
three were scattered, one of the winners 
being Black Rock, by Black Devil, bred 
in America, by *Sir Gallahad 3rd. 

The Ascot meeting of this year is, to 
the student of breeding, a strange and con- 
fused picture. There is no dependable 
focus of light. Old patterns are gone. This 
is. maybe, a transition period, in which the 
Thoroughbred breeder must learn gradu- 
ally to see Thoroughbred breeding as a 
world-wide thing. England probably will 
remain the central point, and we give her, 
in all sincerity, our best wishes. 

But we beg the privilege of insisting, 
upon occasion, that England’s strength 
will come from her know-how, her stub- 
born insistence upon an amazingly com- 
plete series of tests of racing ability, and 
not upon that empty phrase, purity of 
pedigree. 
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The Yearling Sales: Miscellaneous Notes 


Leslie Combs 2nd, owner of the growing 
Spendthrift Farm in Fayette’s County’s 
“Elkhorn country,” has the distinction, 
among others, of having been chairman 
of the racing commissions of two states, 
formerly in West Virginia and presently 
in Kentucky. In a few years since he re- 
turned to his ancestral countryside and his 
ancestral tradition of Thoroughbred breed- 
ing he has changed Spendthrift Farm from 
a bit of farming land into one of the lead- 
ing horse farms of the central Blue Grass 


area, with eight stallions on the place, and 
more to come. 

By last week the visitors at Spendthrift 
to look at sales yearlings were getting fair- 
ly numerous. One afternoon about a dozen 
newspaper men, most of them hopping 
about with cameras or notebooks, gave 
the eight good yearlings a going-over. 

There was little doubt as to the consen- 
sus choice, a sturdy, confident, masculine 
chestnut colt by the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Pensive out of Estoril, first foal of 


AN EXPLANATION 


For a good many years the staff of THe BLoop-Horse has indulged itself 
each summer in the sweltering pleasure of inspecting yearlings consigned to 
the principal summer sales and doing “write-ups” of them. 

As journalism, this was on the old-fashioned side. We were describing 
products which were for sale and hence we had to walk in the narrow space 
between plain “puff” and critical judgment. One couldn’t go about commenting 
that everything was good without being considered foolish. or that anything 
was bad without getting thrown off the place. So we just skipped over the part 
about the crooked knee and the curby hock and the soft ankle and described 
the yearlings in such terms as were left, usually without attempting to ap- 
praise. 

Once in a while we would come across an unusually attractive individual 
which would permit a modest outpouring of superlatives. These discoveries 
may have been of interest to our readers, as they frequently indicated in ad- 
vance some of the high points of the sales. 

It was old-fashioned, but we liked it anyway. The sellers of yearlings 
seemed to like it, and the buyers and other readers didn’t seem to mind. So 
we kept it up as long as possible. 

It does not appear possible any longer to go on with the old routine of 
making the rounds of the farms and trying to make notes on everything in 
the catalogue. The pressure of office work no longer permits it. Keeneland 
and Saratoga are both on a calendar which formerly included only one, and 
their combined total is rapidly growing. There are also auctions of increasing 
importance in Maryland, California, and Canada, and this year the Washing- 
ton breeders’ association is beginning an annual series of sales. 

Since it is impossible to give individual attention to all the yearlings 
offered, or to say precisely where the line should be drawn in giving individual 
attention, THE BLoop-Horse regretfully announces the—uh-curtailment—of a 
pleasant custom. 

This curtailment. like turning loose the tail of a bear, is not without its 
difficulties. For certainly there is news about the yearling sales, and certainly 
there are notes which we should like to write. The question is how to select 
the stuff without playing favorites, or appearing to do so. Unfortunately, we 
don’t know the answer. short of eliminating all but the most general refer- 
ences to the yearling sales. 

Hence we hope that readers will bear with us patiently in this transi- 
tion period between an impossible situation and a difficult one. As before, 
we shall enjoy seeing as many yearlings as time permits. but detailed com- 
ments will have to be greatly reduced. 

We especially ask the co-operation of sales companies, breeders’ associa- 
tions. and individual consignors in furnishing news and comment of general 
interest to breeders and buyers. THe Broop-Horse, despite the fact that in 
size it sometimes rivals the great magazines, is still a small magazine with 
limited staff and modest resources, and needs, as always, the help of its 


readers. 


his dam and in the first crop by his sire. 
This youngster probably will stand among 
the most attractive individuals in the cata- 
logie. He is an unusual combination of 
strength, symmetry, and quality, his legs 
“on right,” his stride quick, true, and well 
“over.” At the forearms and hindquarters 
and over the loins he is strong. 

The four fillies are a wide assortment 
of sizes and shapes. There will be no 
very positive consensus as to the best pros 
pect among them because, on paper and 
on the hoof, they are all good enough 
that the votes will be stattered, with the 
sharp-looking *Bull Dog—Decolte filly, 
typical of her sire’s get, having a plurality. 

In 1946 Mr. Combs had the highest 
average at Keeneland, selling five head 
for $130.300, average $26,120. 


E. D. Shaffer's Coldstream Stud, 
with an average of $18.535 for 23 head, led 
the larger consignors to the Keeneland 
sales last year. This year Coldstream’s 
average will have a tendency to go up 
because of a larger number of top colts 
by *Bull Dog, and a tendency to come 
down because of a higher percentage of 
fillies in the consignment. However, three 
daughters of *Bull Dog are offered this 
year, as against none in 1946, and this 
may offset to some degree the increase in 
numbers. Whatever happens, it appears 
likely that Coldstream will stand near the 
top of the market. 

This is probably the best-looking set 
of *Bull Dog colts to reach the market. 
Seven are in the catalogue, but the number 
was reduced to six by the recent death of 
the colt out of Wild Waters. Of the others, 
nearly all appear likely to rank in the 
upper 10 per cent as to prices. 

Handsomest of the lot is the son of My 
Auntie, a good-sized, high-quality, wide- 
going colt with excellent action and a bit 
more scope and show than the workman- 
like offspring of *Bull Dog usually have. 
Most heavily muscled is the wide-made, 
impressive son of Spotted Beauty. 

The Mandalay colt, big and growing, 
has great scope and is put together like 
a model of a race horse; a good *Bull Dog 
head and a handsomely carved neck add 
to his distinction. The son of Gino Patty. 
while he falls short of the others in general 
impressiveness, gets a very high ranking 
at the farm; he is long in the body, with 
extra power behind the saddle. Both the 
others, out of Challomine and Coronium. 
are generally good; the former is com- 
paratively plain, but THE BLoop-Horst 
man, remembering *Challenger 2nd, the 
colt’s maternal grandsire, stubbornly step- 
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ped out of line to rank him with the very 
good ones. 

Most of the other colts are by *Helio- 
polis. Among these the ones out of the 
good race mares Evening Tide and Rose 
Eternal make the best show. The sons of 
Creese and Canicula are smaller, but both 
are very well made. 

There will, of course, be much interest 
in the colt by Count Fleet out of the 
speedy Sweet Willow. He is a potential 
magazine illustration of the type of horse 
required for quickness and speed, long, 
low. heavily powered, and very masculine. 

Among the fillies are at least three to 
command very special attention. The 
flashiest beauty among them is the chest- 
nut daughter of Coldstream and At Top, 
a good-class American Flag mare. This 
yearling is a fine outcropping of the im- 
perious grandeur of the Fair Play tribe, 
from eagle eye all the way to the straight 
hind leg. 

Top price presumably will go for the 
beautifully modeled daughter of *Sir Gal- 
lahad 3rd and the good race mare Farmer- 
ette. Exceptionally strong, high in quality, 
true in action, quick and handy, and with 
a beautiful expression, she will have to 
spend many hours posing for admirers. 

The *Bull Dog—Ship Ablaze filly is 
another good one. In definite contrast with 
the smaller and more feminine Farmerette 
filly, and with the lighter and flashier 
daughter of At Top, she is still of good 
quality and possessed of such range and 
substance as to suggest the possibility of 
an excellent race mare. 

It looks like Coldstream’s lucky year. 


Three horses bred at Mrs. John D. 
Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud have passed 
the $100.000-mark in earnings this year. 
They are Cosmic Bomb, Owners Choice. 
and Lets Dance. Other $100,000-winners 
bred by the Hertzes are Count Fleet, Bull 
Reigh, and Anita Peabody. Elpis, another 
bred at Stoner Creek, is just below the 
mark. Stoner Creek is consigning nine 
yearlings to the Keeneland Summer Sales. 

In pruning its consignment down to the 
size permitted for the Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s auctions at Keeneland last 
summer Mereworth Farm held out a filly 
by *Hairan out of Marozia, by Sun Flag. 
At the Keeneland Fall Sales the veteran 
Michigan horseman William J. Dowling, 
acting as agent for the Dearborn Stable, 
bought her for $2,000. Named Green Isle, 
she made her first start at Detroit June 30, 
won by five lengths, earned $1,400. 


Biggest single boost the yearling market 
has had in recent weeks is probably the 
announcement of the fall program of 
stakes at Belmont Park. The Westchester 
Racing Association increased its stakes 
money by $145,000 over the 1946 fall 
meeting, indicated an additional increase 
of $60,000 in overnight purses for the 18- 
day meeting. (Page 19.)

Stymie Touches 
Second Again 


A slow early pace, leaving his opposi- 
tion with a store of reserve speed, some- 
times has led to Stymie’s defeat. In Em- 
pire-at-Jamaica’s 1;);-mile Questionnaire 
Handicap on June 28, this situation seem- 
ed to be developing as Round View, Con- 
cordian, and Windfields eased through a 
first quarter in :24, the half in :4725. 

Stymie was off to his usual laggard start 
and conceivably might have been caught 
short when the real running began, but on 
the backstretch he showed more than his 
customary inclination to speed up at that 
stage of a race, and he began to pick off 
the horses in front of him. The result was 
that when he made the turn into the 
stretch, nothing was in front of him but 
the wire and nothing was behind him to 
make a race of it, so he drew out to win 
by two lengths. 

Brown Mogul. one of the horses Stymie 
passed on the turn, tried to come from 
behind, but the Jacobs 6-year-old had a 
tight grip on the $18,225 first money and 
was not to be collared. Brown Mogul 
landed in second place, and Concordian., 
which had dropped back to fifth. came 
again and finished third. Round View, 
fourth, pulled up lame. 

Bobby Permane. who used to be Sty- 
mie’s regular rider, was up again after 
a long period during which Basil James 
rode the horse. 

Over the previous week-end, when As- 
sault won the Brooklyn Handicap and $38.- 
100 to become the world’s leading money 
winner, Stymie dropped to third on the 
list. The $18,225 he won in the Question- 
naire lifted his total earnings to $574,660. 
carried him past Whirlaway, restored him 
to second place. He now is only $2,010 
behind Assault. 


A Neck, This Time 


In the six-furlong Domino Handicap at 
Arlington Park on June 21. the Brolite 
Farm’s With Pleasure beat the Calumet 
champion Armed. The famous gelding 
was making his first start in three months. 
and was giving his conqueror 18 pounds. 

In the Equipoise Mile at the same track 
on June 28, they met again. This time 
the distance seemed to favor Armed’s 
chances, as he had been beaten only 
length in the Domino and was closing fast 
on his rival. In the mile event he gave 
With Pleasure 14 pounds (130 against 
116), and the public thought he could do 
it successfully. So again he was made 
the favorite, this time at 1 to 5. 

The fast Rippey was in the race with 
109 pounds, and Jockey Ovie Scurlock 
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sent him on his way in :23, :4525. 1:0935. 
At this point Rippey was through, and 
With Pleasure moved from second to first. 
Jockey Doug Dodson had Armed in third 
place, saving all possible ground, and 
aimed the gelding at With Pleasure. 
Armed almost made it, but missed by a 
neck. 

The time was 1:35, equal to Armed’s 
best time for a mile last year, recorded in 
the Sheridan Handicap at Washington 
Park. In this race he beat Brolite’s Chal- 
lenge Me. 

In the Equipoise Mile last year, Witch 
Sir (110) beat Old Kentuck (106), and 
Armed (132). Calumet Farm has not 
consistently struck out in the race, how- 
ever. Sun Again won it for Warren 
Wright in 1944. There was a possibility 
that Armed and With Pleasure might meet 
again in the 11g-mile Stars and Stripes 
Handicap at Arlington Park on July 4 


Fervent and Education 


Education, which started to win stakes 
as a 2-year-old as early as March, met 
Fervent, which didn’t win a stakes until 
November, in the seven-furlong Skokie 


Handicap at Arlington Park on June 25. 
To horsemen it was an interesting meet- 
ing. Education, an early development 
among the 2-year-olds of 1946, had won 
six stakes and $164,473, the best record of 
his division, though Double Jay was select- 
ed over him in various year-end polls. 
Fervent had started only eight times 
last year to Education’s 16, but had taken 
the 1,‘¢-mile Walden Stakes at Pimlico 
in November. Among recent Walden win- 
ners which have made excellent records 
at three are Whirlaway, Alsab, Count 
Fleet, and it was expected that Fervent 
and his stablemate Faultless. which he had 
beaten only a head in the Walden, would 
be among the leading 3-year-olds of 1947. 
While the pair was training at Hialeah 
Park this winter, Trainer Ben Jones pro- 


fessed to be unable to separate them. 
“They're only noses apart.” he said, “and 
I don’t know which nose is in front.” But 
the hazards of racing postponed a settle- 
ment of the issue between the two colts, 
if there was an issue. Fervent developed 
a splint. was fired, didn’t get to start in 
any of the early 3-year-old classics. Fault- 
less, meanwhile, was third in the Derby, 
first in the Preakness, Blue Grass Stakes, 
Flamingo Stakes, Derby Trial, and 
Withers. 

Fervent’s return to racing was at Arl- 
ington Park on June 17. In an overnight 
sprint at six furlongs, he got four pounds 
from Education, gave the son of Ariel a 
214-length beating. Their next encounter 
was in the seven-furlong Skokie. Fervent 
carried 123, Education 124. Also in the 
field was the fast Preoccupy, brother 
to Occupation and Occupy, which carried 
112. 

Preoccupy set out to steal the race, if 
possible, and Education and King Bay 
raced with him. Preoccupy and King Bay 
gave way to Education entering the stretch. 
Fervent, which had been allowed to run 
at his own gait, moved through the field, 
leveled on Education in the stretch, won 
by almost three lengths. Education was 
second, Gotham got up for third. For Calu- 
met, Twilight Tear had won the Skokie in 
1944.

Owners Choice raced his way past the “Hundred 
Grand” earnings marker last week. Since he is just 
a three-year-old and is very sound, fast, and game, 
he is expected to run the figures in his bank book con- 
siderably higher before he retires. Continued suc- 
cess in racing will assure a court at stud for Own- 
ers Choice. 


In 1944, at Stoner Creek, there were foaled two splendid 
looking colts, one by *Blenheim II, the other by *Pharamond 
II. The owner of the nursery wanted to retain one from the 
yearling sales for possible stud duty at Stoner Creek if he

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succeeded as a race horse. The decision was difficult to make, 
but finally the *Blenheim II youngster was selected. This 
suggested the apt name, Owners Choice. 


The *Pharamond II colt that went to the sale 
was sold to Mr. William Helis for $29,500, and under 
the name of Cosmic Bomb he has acquitted himself 
well with earnings to date of $99,565. 


Cosmic Bomb should be in the $100,000 circle in another 
start or two. So should Elpis, sold also as a yearling to Mr. 
Helis by Stoner Creek, for her earnings now are within $3,000 
of the marker. 


The entrance of Cosmic Bomb and Elpis into the charmed 
circle wiil credit the owner of Stoner Creek as the breeder 
of seven $100,000 winners. Only t-h-r-e-e living breeders 
have attained such distinction.

Horses now being produced at Darby 
Dan Farm, Ohio's largest Thoroughbred 
breeding establishment, are 100 per cent 
Galbreath-fed as well as Galbreath-bred. 

John W. Galbreath, owner of Darby Dan 
Farms at Columbus, Ohio, and Lexington, 
Ky., formed a team at his Ohio farm in 
1946 to carry out a program under which 
breeding and feeding go hand in hand. 
The job of producing the best Thorough- 
breds possible was turned over to Olin 
Gentry, who had been Idle Hour Farm’s 
Thoroughbred manager for many years. 
The job of producing the best feed possi- 
ble for Thoroughbreds was given to Ralph 
E. Young, of the Soil Conservation Service, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. Mr. 
Gentry and Mr. Young went to Darby Dan 
Farm the same day in September, 1946. 

Mr. Gentry knew what he wanted to do 
in the matter of breeding and caring for 
Thoroughbreds. He also wanted plenty 
of good pasture, hay, oats, and corn to 
feed the horses. Mr. Galbreath, Mr. Gen- 
try, and Mr. Young agreed that the feed 
could be no better than the land on which 
it was grown, and there the current feed- 
ing program started. All soil on the farm 
was tested. When the tests revealed 18 
types of soil, 18 types of fertilizer were 
developed to help bring each area to top 
condition. 

There are 300 different soils in Ohio, 
and the 18 types found on Darby Dan 
Farm are of the better types, including a

large amount of the best—the Clyde, ac- 
cording to Mr. Young. 

“On the best soils we grow the feed for 
horses,” said Mr. Young. “We believe 
that a horse to be strong and sound must 
have good feed, and we believe that the 
feed will be no better than the soil in 
which it is grown. When we bought feed 
we were not certain what was in it. Now 
we know what we are getting, because we 
know what is in the soil in every field on 
Darby Dan Farm.” 

The hay produced includes Red clover 
and White Dutch, pure Ranger alfalfa, 
and a mixture of alfalfa, Brome grass and 
Medina clover. The last-named is grown 
as a mixture, rather than mixed after cut- 
ting. Clinton oats and US-13 and C-38 
corn are grown for the horses. 

The pastures are in two groups. Blue- 
grass pastures are used most of the year, 
but mid-summer and early-fall pastures 
are set aside for the period when blue- 
grass is not at its best. In these supple- 
mental pastures are alfalfa, Brome grass, 
Medina and White Dutch clovers. In ex- 
perimental pastures are Ky. 31 fescue, 
meadow fescue, alta fescue, Brome and 
orchard grass, Birdsfoot New York broad- 
leaf, Birdsfoot southwestern, ranger al- 
falfa, Cumberlaad red clover, and Reeds 
canary grass. 

When a representative of THE BLoop- 
Horse visited Darby Dan Farm in Ohio, 
Red and White Dutch clovers were being 


put in the barn green. A large drying 
machine was removing the moisture suffi- 
ciently to avoid mold. 


Good Feed, Good Horses 


All of this was very interesting, but 
what benefit, if any, were the horses de- 
riving from this scientific feeding? 

Mr. Gentry said he was soid on it. “The 
horses eat all the hay we put out for 
them,” he said, “and I’ve seen a lot of hay 
not that popular with the horses. More 
important, we are getting solid, sound 
horses.” 

Mr. Galbreath steadily has added to his 
Ohio farm, now has 1,400 acres in Frank- 
lin county and 300 acres in Madison coun- 
ty. Through the farm flows the Darby 
River, from which the first part of the 
farm’s name is derived. Mr. Galbreath’s 
son is named Dan. 

Dan is following in his father’s foot- 
steps in that he has taken a fancy to polo, 
has his own ponies and a polo field on the 
farm. 

The richness of the crop fields, fine 
stands in the pastures, beauty spots near 
the river, solid-looking horses and cattle, 
well built barns, and a general appearance 
of neatness and efficiency impress the vis- 
itor to Darby Dan. New barns are plan- 
ned, will be built as soon as material can 
be obtained. 

The stallion Best Seller stands at the 
Ohio farm, while Bless Me and Errard 
are at the Kentucky farm. Ohio breeders 
submitted enough applications to fill Best 
Seller’s book twice in 1947. Mr. Gal- 
breath now has 44 mares, and a large per- 
centage of these are sent to Kentucky to 
be bred. With the exception of ten, all 
are returned to the Ohio farm after the 
breeding season.

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dIS dark bay colt is by *Isolater, one of the top cup 

and handicap horses of his day. A son of the famous 
English sire Blandford, *Isclater won such races as the 
Saratoga Cup, Brooklyn Handicap, Merchants and Citizens 
Handicap, Gallant Fox Handicap, Aqueduct Handicap, 
etc. *Isolater is the sire of the stakes winners Riskolater, 
Leslie Grey, Bergolater, and others of stakes class like 
Risolater, Solater, etc. 

Ruths Hope, the dam of this *Isolater colt, started five 
times at two; she won at Latonia over a sloppy track in 
the best comparative time of the day, finished second or 
third in her other four starts. Ruths Hope has produced 
three winners, including Rusty Gold, winner of 24 races, 
Noslen, and Kenneyv. This family is a producer of solid 
winning horses.

Her Breeding Was a Mistake 


in the Sport of Kings it usually is the 
male that holds the stage. This is because 
a successful colt eventually brings high 
stud fees, and also because usually they 
are hardier and more poverful. Thus 
their names are more familiar to the man 
on the street, but sometimes a female 
takes the public fancy by storm. 

In England, for instance, such a phen- 
omenal racer as Sceptre, winner in 1902 
of the One Thousand Guineas, the Two 
Thousand Guineas, the Oaks, and the St. 
Leger, remains in the memory of the mass 
of people long after their male contemp- 
oraries have faded. So it was also with 
Pretty Polly, who won the same races two 
years later, and with Signorinetta, Tag- 
alie, and Fifinella, winners of the Oaks 
and the Derby. 


Head and shoulders above these stands 
a mare that was born not in England, 
home of the Thoroughbred, but in a coun- 
try that never occupied an important place 
in racing. 

Kincsem., one of the greatest and cer- 
tainly the most consistent galloper ever 
bred, was a product of the Szentmarton 
Stud, in Hungary. owned by Ritter Ernst 
von Blaskowitz. In four years of racing 
at all distances. urder all weights, and in 
half-a-dozen different countries, she won 
every event she started in but one, which 
ended in a dead heat. And on this occa- 
sion she won the run-off. 


When the Vienna Racing Association 
was formed almost a century ago, a Mr. 
Cavaliero, former tutor to the young Arch- 
Duke Franz Joseph, was appointed secre- 
tary, and he rendered valuable service to 
Austro-Hungarian racing, then in its in- 
fancy. 

Cavaliero was described as an English- 
man, but judging from his name he must 
have been of Italian extraction. He im- 
ported a number of mares from England, 
among them Mermaid, in foal to Tedding- 
ton. She had a fily named Lady of the 
Lake, who proved useful. In 1860 Mer- 
maid foaled a filly by Cotswold called 
Water Nymph, who won the principal 
races of the country. 


Prince Paul Esterhazy, her breeder, by 
whom Cavaliero was employed as_ stud 
manager, gave up his stud and racing 
stable in 1864, and the 4-year-old Water 
Nymph became the property of Count 
Nicholas Esterhazy, and was sold immed- 
iately to the Blaskowitz brothers. For 
them she won the important Esterhazy 
Prize. The next year she became the sole 
property of Ernst von Blaskowitz.

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Bred to Wrong Horse 


At the end of a long racing career she 
was retired to the stud and bred to Buc- 
caneer, to whom she was barren. She was 
to be mated to him the next year, but 
through one of those mistakes that have 
been so strongly influential in Turf his- 
tory, she was bred to Cambuscan instead. 
The result was Kincsem, foaled March 
17, 1874. 

Fate intervened again a year later. Her 
breeder, wishing to sell some of his year- 
lings, decided to include her in the lot. 
This decision leads one to believe that 


at the age of 12 months, Kincsem didn’t 
show much promise. 

In May, 1875, Ernst von Blaskowitz 
offered the yearlings to Count Lonyar 
and Baron Roczy. The prospective buyers 
were not able to agree on how to divide 
them, so von Blaskowitz decided to keep 
the fillies from Water Nymph and Nefelet- 
jis. 

Immediately afterward Kincsem was 
sent to Robert Hesp’s training stable. 
She made her first start on June 21, 1876, 
in the Berlin Criterium, which she won 
easily. She followed this: with five more 
victories in Germany, ending with the 
Future Prize at Baden-Baden. On her re- 
turn to Hungary in the autumn she won two 
more important races, and then took two 
in Austria, for a total of ten consecutive 
victories. 

At three, Kincsem started 17 times, 
won 17 races. Among her engagements 
were the Hungarian Trial Stakes, the 
Nemzeti, Hazfi, and Mare Hungarian Oaks 
Stakes, the Austrian Derby and the Hun- 
garian St. Leger. In Germany she won the 
Hanover Grosse Preis, the Renhardt, the 
Baden-Baden Great Prize, the Little Wood 
Prize, and other races. 

At four she added 15 victories to her 
impressive record. At the end of May, 
after her eighth win, Kincsem’s owner de- 
cided to send her to England for the Good- 
wood Cup. Some days before the race she 
took a 24-mile gallop with a pacemaker 
and made such an impression on Lord 
Ellesmere, owner of the great Hampton, 
favorite for the Cup, that he scratched his

horse, not wishing to risk defeat at for- 
eign hands. 

So on August 1, Kincsem faced only two 
competitors in the Goodwood Cup. They 
were Pageant and Lady Golightly. Among 
those that had been withdrawn, besides 
Hampton, were the French horse Verneuil, 
who had apparenily gone lame, and Lord 
Clive and Charon. 


Even so, Kincsem appeared to have her 
work cut out for her. Pageant was a high- 
class stayer who had won the Chester - 
Cup, and Lady Golightly had run sec- 
ond to Silvio, the 1877 Derby winner, in 
the St. Leger. Besides this, Lady Go- 
lightly was ridden by the famous Fred 
Archer, and carried 119 pounds, level with 
Kincsem. Pageant, with Cannon up, car- 
ried 122. Otto Madden, her usual jockey, 
rode Kincsem. 

Lady Golightly took the lead, with Page- 
ant second and Kincsem last. At the turn 
Pageant moved to the front and came 
down the slope at a good pace. At the 
straightaway Lady Golightly dropped back 
to last with Kincsem a good six lengths 
behind Pageant. The crowd was already 
shouting “Pageant wins!” when Madden 
used his whip and Kincsem, in a few 
strides, overtook Pageant and won by two 
lengths. 


Lord Falmouth Regrets 


Her owner was congratulated by the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Richmond, 
and other prominent sportsmen. Someone 
offered 10,000 pounds for her, an enor- 
mous sum for those days, but Blaskowitz 
refused it. A group of Hungarians then 
proposed a match race for 10,000 against 
Silvio, owned by Lord Falmouth, to be run 
at Frankfurt-am-Main in September. Lord 
Falmouth asked the advice of Matt Daw- 
son, his trainer, who advised him to keep 
Silvio at home. 


After the Goodwood Cup, Kincsem was 
taken to Deauville, where she beat seven 
opponents in the Grand Prix de Deau- 
ville. 


At Iffezheimer, in Germany, soon after 
this success, Kincsem showed her artistic 
temperament by refusing to drink any 
water. Trainer Hesp, who was well ac- 
quainted with her idiosyncrasies, obtained 
water from many local sources and even 
had some shipped from Baden-Baden, but 
she wouldn’t drink it. He was almost fran- 
tic when a well was discovered in the 
garden of a nearby farmer. The owner 
said the well hadn’t been used for many 
years, but Kincsem eagerly drank the 
water, and ever since then the source has 
been known as Kincsem’s Well. 


This incident probably accounts for the 
legend that the filly always had to have 
oats, hay, and water from her own dis- 
trict of Hungary. The truth probably is 
that Kincsem was fastidious and would eat 
nothing but the best feed. It is difficult, 
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however, to explain her perference for 
water from a disused well. 


Two Noses and Five Lengths 


On September 3 of this year Kincsem 
was almost beaten by Prince of Giles in 
the Baden-Baden grand prize. Her rider, 
overconfident and apparently slightly the 
worse for drink, kept her too far back 
and realized his danger almost too late. 
The result was a dead heat. It was the 
only race in her career in which she was 
not definitely victorious. 

As her owner refused to divide the 
purse money, the race had to be run again 
at once. Apparently this was Kincsem’s

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the Hungarian Ilona, to whom she gave 
many pounds. 


During her four years of racing Kinc- 
sem won 22 races in her native land, 16 
in Austria, 14 in Germany, and one in 
England and France. Her earnings were 
the equivalent of £17,915, a very large sum 
in those days. 


Of course there have been horses, es- 
pecially in these later days, that have won 
much more, but none have won 54 races 
under all weights, over any distance, and 
in five different countries. This record 
is all the more outstanding when travel 
difficulties of those times is concerned. 


To find a filly-—or a colt—that can ap- 
proach Kincsem in stoutness and consist- 
ency we must turn back to Beeswing, who 
won 52 races out of 63, back in the 1830's. 
This is a good record, but not unblemish- 
ed, and Beeswing moreover, never left her 
native land. 

It has been said that some of Kincsem’s 
victories were over inferior opponents. 
Aside from the well-known fact that Hamp- 
ton was withdrawn from the Goodwood 
Cup for fear of a beating, Stefan von Szun- 
yog, official handicapper for the Hungar- 
ian Jockey Club, went to the trouble of 
figuring out the comparative stature of the 
best French and English horses of Kinc- 
sem’s time. 


Equal to the Best 


He concluded that Pageant was infer- 
ior to Hampton by only seven pounds, and 
that Hampton in turn was superior to 
Verneuil. On the basis of her two-length 


victory over Pageant, Kincsem appeared 
to be at least equal to her very best Eng- 
lish contemporaries. The respect shown 
for her by Matt Dawson, trainer of Sil- 
vio. confirms this opinion. 

Because the stopwatch was not used un- 
til comparatively recent days, we have no 
time records to aid us in evaluating her. 


In 1877, Count Ivan von Szapary de- 
scribed Kincsem as follows: “Standing 
slightly over 16 hands, at first glance she 
does not strike one as anything extraordin- 
ary. though her many points are obvious 
to the sportsman’s eye. She is a liver 
chestnut with no distinguishing marks, and 
a coat that never shows any sheen, though 
her health has always been perfect. Slight- 
ly over at the knees, her head and should- 
ers are good, pastern and thighs fault- 
less. Somewhat long in the back, she is 
extraordinarily close to the ground with 
strong arched ribs and powerful quarters. 
Owing to her effortless action, even when 
galloping her fastest she does not give the 
impression of exceptional speed.” 

An Englishman wrote: “Like Virago. 
Kincsem was as long as a boat, with a 
dull. muddy coat no amount of grooming 
could improve.” Evidently she was no 
beauty. but like the fiddle-headed Sceptre. 
she was another example of “Handsome 
is as handsome does.” 

She was calm, gentle, and fearless. She 
was an excellent eater, and always laid 
down after a meal. Her iron constitution, 
possibly aided by this siesta habit, enabled 
her to endure fatigue. In fact, she required 
hard work. She galloped with her head 
held very low, and neck outstretched. 


Though she apparently was indifferent 
to her surroundings, she was highly sensi- 
tive. She was greatly attached to a kitten 
that always traveled with her, and once, 
when the kitten disappeared on the trip 
between England and France, she refused 
to eat until her pet was found. 


The usual hero worship attended her. 
To keep her memory green, her head lad 
had his surname changed to Kincsem. 

It is regrettable that she was not taken 
to England at three, when she could have 
been entered for the Derby, Oaks, St. 
Leger, One Thousand Guineas, and other 
historic races. Her name might well have 
been included among the few great for- 
eign colts—and still fewer foreign fillies 
—who challenged and conquered the 
cream of English Thoroughbreds. 


But this was an era in which England 
was regarded with awe in matters con- 
cerning horseflesh. and it is not difficult 
to understand how an obscure establish- 
ment like that of von Blaskowitz would 
hesitate to tackle the English giants on 
their own turf. [t was only when her own- 
er realized what an exceptional filly he 
had that he shipped her across the Chan- 
nel. His decision to race her in England 
also may have been influenced by the vic- 
tory of the Hungarian-bred-and-owned Kis- 
ber in the Epsom Derby of the year before. 

We know very little about Kinc+em’s 
descendants though at least one was vic- 
torious in England. This was Hazafi, out 
of Ollyan-Nines, by Buccaneer—Kincsem, 
winner of the Royal Handicap at Sans- 
down in 1903, under the white, blue cap, 
of the Blaskowitz stable.

Trainers from Obscure Status 


Recently we dredged up an old clipping, 
yellow with age and redolent of days long 
zone, which nevertheless preserved some- 
thing besides an odor of antiquity. Here 
it is: 

E. J. Baldwin has just signed a 
contract for the coming year with the 
“colored Archer,” Isaac Murphy, 
which calls for a salary of $10,000, 
with an additional fee of $35 for each 
winning and $25 for each losing 
mount. As Murphy is considered the 
best jockey riding today, this contract 
refers only to such events as Bald- 
win’s horses complete for; and since 
the outside demand for his services in 
the big stake races is keen, it will be 
seen that his earnings for the coming 
season will be big. It is estimated that 
they will be as much as $25,000. This 
is more than the presidents of many 
of our big city banks will receive. 
Sounds funny in 1947, doesn’t it? When 

a leading pigskin artist receives a re- 
tainer, for a single meeting, of as high as 
$20,000, and the rider of the winner of a 
single big handicap receives as high as 
$10.000—plus. And they, all too often, 
not Isaac Murphys. 

This clipping is not dated, but the in- 
ternal evidence places it in the latter 
1880°s. A quaint world was that of the 
American Turf of that epoch, was it not? 

Still, things were moving along. And 
only a few years later Murphy's famous 
rival, “Snapper” Garrison, was reported 
to have thrown a $1,000 bill, tendered him 
for winning a big stakes, into the faces of 
the owners who had, according to his 
lights, insulted him. As usual, Father 
Time caught up with the Snapper and he 
was glad to accept almost anything that 
any owner would offer him to ride any 
kind of a steed in almost any kind of a 
race. 

We happened to see the race referred to 
above, and to hear of his performance 
next day. It was not quite all that the 
highly-colored newspaper stories pictured 
it. 

The inside story was that when he 
found out that $1,000 was all he was go- 
ing to get, irrespective of any act that he 
might put on, he thought better of it and 
stuck it in his jeans. 

So much about jockeys in those days. 

As about trainers, we will offer the fol- 
lowing in evidence: 

Not long ago we received a letter which 
we will not quote verbatim but merely 
cite in substance. It was from a gentle- 
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man unknown to us who wrote, evidently 
in hot haste, to the following effect: 

He desired to learn the name of the 
trainer of a horse that had won a small 
stakes at a small winter meeting of the 
1890's, during the depression years fol- 
lowing the great financial panic of 1893. 
Would we kindly supply it? 


Trainers Not Mentioned 


Now, back in those days the names of 
the trainers of winning horses, and this 
included the great stakes events, were 
never given in even the official reports 
which appeared in Goodwin’s Guide, then 
the standard (and only) Turf guide pub- 
lished in this country. 

Nor were they in the reports that ap- 
peared in either the Turf journals or the 
big city dailies, unless it was incidentally 
in the reading matter that accompanied 
the summaries. So—what? 

We turned to Goodwin mechanically and 
located the race in question. It was a 
stakes event, all right. The added money 
was $300 and the net value to winner 
$260. The winner was a 6-year-old geld- 
ing with a long list of starts against his 
name in the index, of which only one or 
two were adorned with brackets. We our- 


selves had never before heard of him, 
either when he was one of the ornaments 
of the American Turf, or subsequently. 
The name of his owner and his jockey 
might just as well have been left blank 
for all they told us. 

Feeling somewhat baffled, but unwilling 
to admit it, we turned to the bound files 
of the Spirit of the Times and the old Chi- 
cago Horseman, then the leading Turf 
weeklies, and sought their reports of the 
meeting and the race. We drew a blank. 
Each printed the summaries of the meet- 
ing and of the race, but they were much 
condensed over those in Goodwin and 
therefore useless. 

Having exhausted our resources we 
wrote our enquirer that at the date refer- 
red to the names of trainers were not given 
in the published summaries, not even of 
the top meetings; and that as for the one 
he was in quest of, we regretted to report 
that we were unable to furnish it. 

In response we received from him a 
missive that fairly quivered with indigna- 
tion. 

W-H-A-T? he metaphorically ejaculated 
in Long Primer caps—the names of the 
trainers were not published in the race re- 
ports of that time? 

Why, who ever heard of such a thing? 
It was an outrage and something ought to 
be done about it! 

The mere idea—the most important men 
in the whole racing scheme not even men- 
tioned in the dispatches! It was a crime 
against the sport, in his opinion, for how 
could it go on without them? Thank God 
he didn’t live back in that benighted

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epoch. He had heard and read a lot about 
the good old days, but if that was a sam- 
ple of the way in which they did things 
then, they must have been something aw- 
ful! 

We did not feel it necessary to answer 
this epistle, impassioned though it was. 
How could we, without acknowledging that 
all he said was undeniable, and that the 
manner in which the trainer of the so- 
called Golden Age had been let off by the 
publicity purveyors was something which 
no words, however severe, could appropri- 
ately describe? 

We felt that we were in bad, and no mis- 
take. And that to plunge in any deeper 
would only make an irreparable matter 
worse. The rest, therefore, insofar as we 
were concerned, was silence. 

But we were around when Isaac Murphy 
and “Snapper” Garrison were in their 
glory and often saw them astride the 
horses which, in that now archaic age, 
were considered great ones. We once car- 
ried the monthly or semi-monthly paper- 
bound issues of Goodwin in our pocket 
the season round, and we also read the 
Spirit and the Horseman, as well as the 
sports pages of the big New York, Chi- 
cago and other dailies every morning. As 
we have survived even unto the present 
day when jockeys and trainers receive the 
recognition—plus the emoluments—which 
they earn, it has seemed to us that a few 
observations upon them, then and now, 
might not come amiss. Especially as we 
are right upon the threshold of another 


season during which they will once more 
play the prima-donna roles and receive 
the honors, plus the cash, thereunto ap- 
pertaining. 

Believe it or not—when we first went 
racing, at the big meetings, not only were 
the names of the trainers not printed in 
the official summaries—they did not even 
appear upon the programs! 

This may seem wildly impossible to the 
Turfite of today. Nevertheless it is an 
historic fact, though, like a lot more of 
"em, not one to be boasted about. Only a 
comparatively small body of regulars were 
supposed to be in any way interested in 
which trainer trained what horse or sta- 
ble. Of course, in a way, a considerable 
body of the public knew the names of a 
few of the tops in the profession, and who 
they were employed by. But only those 
on the inside actually knew them by sight 
or could tell which from tother, or call 
them off by name. 


Trainers Well Known Today 


This may seem incredible in 1947, when 
every morning, noon, or night the classic 
features of the man who saddled some one 
(or more) of today’s or yesterday’s or to- 
morrows (oh, certainly!) winners will 
beam upon the patron from the front page 
of his favorite paper. 

The trainer of today is also a prominent 
figure in the flesh. He may be observed, 
during the afternoon, occupying seats in 
many of the most conspicuous boxes,

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dressed like Solomon in all his glory, at 
the elbow of his employer (or employ- 
eress) and a cynosure for all eyes. 


Will it be believed, then, that men like 
Frank McCabe, Jimmy Rowe (during his 
early career), Matt Byrnes, “Brown Dick,” 
Wyndham Walden, Billy McCormick, 
John S. Campbell, and a host of others of 
the historic handlers that had the misfor- 
tune to antedate modernity, would have 
fallen dead had their pictures appeared 
in the papers—or with difficulty have sur- 
vived the shock? 

While had any of them appeared per- 
sonally in any of the boxes of the mem- 
bers’ section, or been seen dining at the 
clubhouse, nobody would have been the 
wiser because he would not have been 
recognized! Nobody having the slightest 
‘dea of encountering him in those sacred 
places. . . . Such, however, was the fact. 

Jockey worship is, of course, not a mod- 
ern phenomenon. It dates pretty well 
back. A cartoon at least 150 years old 
represents a weazened little man of the 
whip and spurs standing in the paddock 
with colors up and gad under his arm, his 
mount in the background being made 
ready for the bugle-call. 

Surrounding him and edging up affec- 

ately are half-a-dozen “howling swells” 

d “dead-game sports,” their hands full 
of bank-notes, insinuating smiles upon 
their faces. The title is: “Idols of the 
Day. ... No. 1.” It evidently being one 
of a series of similar subjects. It is an 
English print, as might be suspected. 

At that period the English trainer had 
not attained his present semi-aristocratic 
status. He was generally “Old Jem” or 
“Old Bill” somebody, who outside his pro- 
fession was more or less of a nobody. Now- 
adays things are very different. Aside 
from a group of men that belong to or are 
allied with noble families, there is a whole 
cluster that live very much like a Lord 
and whose entourage is little less than Bel- 
gravian. This, nevertheless, owing to the 
sharp line of cleavage between Britain’s 
“upper” and “lower” classes, does not lead 
to any of the bosom-intimate relations be- 
tween them and their employers that is 
common in U., S. A. 


Chasm Still Exists 


In actual fact, the English trainer may 
not merely have a huge unpaid bill against 
Lord Tomnoddy—he may even be loaning 
him ready cash. But that in no way alters 
the class distinction that exists between 
them, which is both as deep as a well and 
as wide as a church-door; absolutely un- 
bridgeable. 

From the beginning of what may be 
called the statistical end of racing, book- 
keeping started on the winnings of great 
individual horses, and of leading stables, 
with jockeys following along. But such 
a thing as calculating the winnings of 
trainers remained unthought-of. This pro-

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ceeded from two causes. In Britain’s tight 
little isle—then still justifying the title— 
everybody who was at all interested knew 
who trained for Lord Rottenboro and all 
the rest of the tycoons. If this or that 
member of the illustrious crowd won the 
owner's title, why, the fact that “Old 
George” had his horses was sufficient glory 
for George—anything separate and dis- 
tinct was superfluous. In the U. S., previ- 
ous to the Civil War, almost all training in 
the South, where the bulk of the racing 
was done, fell to Negro slaves. White help 
about the stables was unknown. Other- 
wise it was done by owners—often among 
the most prominent, who were not only 
proud of their ability to condition their 
own horses, but in many cases were en- 
trusted with those of their friends as well. 
In the North, whose racing quota was com- 
paratively much smaller, there were some 
of these owner-trainers, a few profession- 
als. usually imported from England, and 
a very few Negroes. 


Credit Due Chartmakers 


Though few members of the training 
guild are today aware of it, their place in 
the sun is due almost wholly to the ad- 
vent of the chart-makers. Contenders for 
the honor of inventing of the chart, at the 
last count, if we remember right, were 
something like 37—or was it 47 or 57? 
But at any rate. there is no doubt about 
the man who brought order out of chaos 
and perfected the modern chart. He was 
the late Frank H. Brunell, the founder 
and for many years owner and editor of 
Daily Racing Form, and the corps of ex- 


perts that he assembled around him. To 
him, too, goes the credit for first tabulat- 
ing the winnings of trainers, as aside from 
those of the stables that they trained, and 
of meticulously accounting for them, one 
and all, from top to bottom of the list. 

This was what brought the trainer, as an 
independent unit, out into the open and 
kept him there. From which all the de- 
velopments that have rounded out into 
present conditions have followed on as a 
natural thing. Some of the attendant 
conditions have been rather comical. For- 
merly Mr. Trainer was, if known at all 
widely, known as the man who trained for 
Senator Gotrox or Alderman McSweeny. 
Nowadays, as like as not, Senator Gotrox 
or Alderman McSweeny is known as the 
man for whom Mr. Trainer trains. 


Trainers, Jockeys Prosper 


The earnings of the modern trainer, as 
compared with his predecessor of even the 
Golden Age, are as guineas compared to 
farthings. All sorts of provisions, speci- 
fications and regulations protect him in 
his collection of his dues and perquistites. 
The same goes for the modern jockey. 
Both professions have elaborate organiza- 
tions behind them to look after their in- 
terests. There is also an Owners’ Protec- 
tive Association, we believe. But bless 
your heart, unless an owner happens to 
train his own horses, when he has finished 
with paying his help he has very little 
left that calls for protection—and with 
it he will probably find it embarrassing to 
keep up with the demands and _ requisi- 
tions of the Powers That Be.

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There is of course, one angle in which 
the modern owner is in the same boat as 
both the trainer and the jockey. That is 
the fact that all three classes of men now 
rank as incipient criminals, if not pub- 
licly-accused ones, liable to be hailed be- 
fore one Turf tribunal after another, also 
divers and sundry civil ones, upon accusa- 
tions of grave natures. An immense or- . 
ganization has been formed to superin- 
tend and—so they claim—spy upon them, 
Day and night they and their employees 
are under a surveillance which never re- 
laxes. And, they don’t like it! Actually! 

Not long ago one of them poured his 
woes and grievances into our sympathetic 
breast. He said he disliked the idea of 
seeing his rugged countenance displayed 
upon the sports pages as one of a group 
of suspects whose dark and diabolical do- 
ings were being investigated in the name 
of the Purity of the Sport. But we told 
him to take heart. That almost any day 
a new fashion was liable to come in, 
whereby not the faces but the finger-prints 
of men under investigation would be laid 
before the public as evidence which 
neither wigs, false whiskers nor blue gog- 
gles could alter or pervert. 

He brightened up immediately. “Do 
you really thing so?” he queried anx- 
iously. 

“We certainly do,” was our response. 
“It’s apt to come any day, almost. Your 
faces are so well known and easily recog- 
nized that their publication can give no- 
body, from the cradle up, a thrill. But if 
your fingerprints are substituted it is a 
challenge to the love of mystery which now 
holds the entire public in thrall, over the 
radio, between the covers of best-sellers 
and in the Daily Scream. It would 
freshen things up enormously; and_in- 
stead of being bored stiff by the newest 
nefarious nest of Turf pirates just uncov- 
ered, everybody would be up on tiptoe and 
ready to do a little sleuthing themselves 
in behalf of the uplift.” 

He heaved a sigh of relief. 

“Well.” he rejoined, “perhaps you're 
right, and if henceforth I’m doomed to 
lead the life of a hunted man, there may 
be some compensation.” And he departed, 
muttering to himself, with an unsteady 
gait that, we hoped, would not be ob- 
served by the patrolman on our block. 


DR. DOOLEY 


Judge James E. Dooley, president of 
Narragansett Racing Association and of 
the TRA, was awarded the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Business Administration 
at Providence College, Providence, R. L., 
June 11.

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Worms Can Stop a Stakes Horse: 


Mereworth Tries to Stop Worms 


For six furlongs the horse was out in 
front, the race apparently in the bag. 
Then he faltered, ceuldn’t withstand the 
charge of the other contenders, finished 
badly beaten. 

His backers crumpled their win-place- 
show tickets. threw them away, some prob- 
ably commenting darkly on their choice’s 
lack of heart. 

But take it from H. S. White, D. V. M.., 
manager of the horse department of Mere- 
worth Farm, Lexington, and Dr. W. W. 
Dimock, of the University of Kentucky: 

“A quitter isn’t necessarily  faint- 
hearted.” 

Before condemnizg a horse for lack of 
courage, the two veterinarians, now com- 
bining their efforts in an intensive para- 
site-control program on Walter J. Sal- 
mon’s 2,000-acre Thoroughbred nursery, 
would first make certain that the animal’s 
performance wasn’t the result of his being 
infested with parasites. 

There is hardly an organ or a tissue in a 
horse which is absolutely free from pos- 
sible attacks by mature parasites or by 
their wandering larval forms. A _horse’s 
stomach may contain hundreds of bots, 
and the small intestine may be packed 
with large roundworms. Often the large 
intestines are found to be teeming with 
hundreds or thousands of wriggling 
worms, some free in the gut and others 
attached to the wall. 

Heavily parasitized animals tire quickly 
and frequently are unable to stand heavy 
work. 

Targets of much of the parasite control! 
program at Mereworth Farm are three 
parasites known as Strongylus equinus, 
Strongylus edentatus, and Strongylus vul- 
garis. They are more commonly known 
as blood worms. They can well mean the

difference between a selling plater and a 
stakes winner. 

Much of what is being done by Drs. 
White and Dimock at Mereworth also is 
being done at other Thoroughbred farms 
throughout the nation. At Mereworth, the 
problem is being attacked with almost 
fanatical thoroughness. It is a thorough- 
ness which once resuited in Mereworth 
horses being equipped with little bags 
which prevented droppings from contami- 
nating Mereworth pastures. That was 
several years ago, beiore Dr. White joined 
the staff, and is noted here only to show 
the extent to which Mereworth was willing 
to go in fighting parasites. 

Since then, the strategy has taken on a 
pect designed to cut through the life cycle 
of the parasites at several points. and in 
general, to raise havoc with the creature’s 
activities. 

The life cycle of a blood worm, or 
strongyle, is this: Eggs are discharged into 
the intestine of the host and are eliminated 
from the body with the feces. Given favor- 
able conditions of heat and moisture, the 
eggs develop and hatch in a day or so. The 
larvae emerge and feed on the manure for 
about a week. Then comes the day when 
the larva climbs up on a blade of grass 
and waits to be swallowed by a grazing 
horse. 

After entering the digestive tract of the 
horse through the mouth, the worms begin 
extensive migrations which take them to 
various organs and tissues, such as the 
liver, pancreas, spleen, lungs, kidneys. 
Many of the larva fail to get back 
to the large gut. Those which do get back 
attach themselves to its wall and develop 
into fertile maturity, meanwhile feeding on 
blood from the inner wall of the gut. When 


many of the worms are present, the loss of 
blood may be considerable and may lead 
to anemia. 

Those worms which settle in other parts 
of the body are physically handicapping 
the horse in their own special way. 

Especially injurious is Strongylus vul- 
garis, because it invades the deeper tissues 
in larger numbers than either of the other 
two, and also because it localizes in a 
more vital structure of the body and causes 
more tissue destruction. 

“Its favorite locations are the mesenteric 
arteries which branch off from the main 
artery in the region commonly known as 
the small of the back just below the loin,” 
Dr. Dimock says. 

Strongylus vulgaris is equipped with but 
one tooth in its mouth cup. The tooth has 
two prominent, rounded projections. The 
worm itself is from a little over half an 
inch to about an inch long, and less than 
one twenty-fifth of an inch wide. 


Arteries Thicken and Clog 


In its immature form, Strongylus vul- 
garis settles in the arteries. The wall of the 
artery becomes thickened as a result of 
the presence of the worms, and stretches 
to form what is known as an aneurism, 
a spindle-shaped, cylindrical or globular 
dilatation of a blood vessel. The aneurism 
often contains a large deposit of fibrin 
which is one of the constituents of the 
blood and which may break loose to plug 
the arteries, shutting off circulation where- 
ever it lodges. 

An aneurism., by interfering with the cir- 
culation of blood, may cause the intestine 
of the horse to become anemic and predis- 
posed to colic. When a piece of fibrin 
deposit breaks loose, circulation to a part 
of the large gut may be completely shut 
off. Veterinarians feel that many cases of 
colic in horses result from such disturb- 
ances in the blood circulation of the gut. 

Or, should the plug lodge in an artery 
of the hind leg, it may cause a form of 
intermittent lameness. 


In addition to these effects, mixed para- 
sitic infestation, known as strongylidosis,

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occur in large numbers. These are often 
associated with other roundworms (as- 
carids) in the large gut, particularly when 
horses are kept on permanent pastures. 

Strongylidosis frequently is mistaken for 
infectious anemia or swamp fever. Common 
symptoms are diarrhea, weakness, and 
emaciation. 


They May Not Get Over It 


While the worms can severely injure an 
older horse, slowing him just as certainly 
as if he were carrying a lead pad, it is 
in the youngsters that most of the damage 
is done. 


“From birth to two years of age,” Dr. 
Dimock will tell you, “the damage may be 
such that complete repair is impossible.” 


That means that a young animal may 
suffer from an infestation of the worms, 
that he may later develop a tolerance for 
them, and by treatment may be rid of 
them. And it also means that he may 
never reach the racing class that logi- 
cally might have been expected from his 
breeding and training. 

The Mereworth program is designed to 
prevent this early injury to Thorough- 
breds, to get the jump on the blood worms 
before they can do any injury from which 
recovery may be difficult. 

From our knowledge of the life cycle 
of the parasites, it is evident that horses 
infested with blood strongyles contamin- 
ate the pastures on which they feed with 
eggs produced by the worms. The larvae 
which issue from the eggs develop to the 
infective stage and may be swallowed by 
horses. When horses are kept on the same 
pastures year after year, the number of 
eggs and larvae gradually increases, and 
this contamination, accumulating from 
year to year on a given pasture. may be 
highly damaging to horses which are graz- 
ing there. 

Since the blood worms find conditions 
most ideal on land which is heavily stock- 
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ed with horses, one of the two foundation 
points of the Mereworth parasite control 
program is sanitation. That means pasture 
rotation, so that none of the pastures be- 
comes heavily infested with eggs in the 
droppings, and so that infestation which 
does occur is given time to wear off. Along 
this line, it also means that paddocks and 
pastures are “picked” of the droppings 
regularly. 

It means the cleansing and disinfection 
of stalls and barns regularly and often. 
On farms which raise only horses, it would 
also mean handling the manure in such a 
way that through its own heat or through 
artificial heating, the parasite eggs would 
be killed before the manure is placed back 
on the land. 


At Mereworth, this manure treatment 
isn’t needed, since the manure goes into 
tobacco land, and by the time the tobacco 
land is turned back to pastures, those 
worms which have hatched are dead. 


The sanitation program all boils down 
to (1) preventing the eggs from hatching, 
and (2) preventing the larvae which do 
hatch from infesting horses. 


Dr. White is a strong believer in the 
“rest” cure for pastures where parasites 
are concerned. 


“Tf you can rest a field for a month 
under a bright sun, a large percentage of 
the parasite eggs will die. The pastures 
should be large enough not to be over- 
loaded,” he says. “Some of our barns have 
two, three, or more pastures in which the 
horses are rotated. 

Of Mereworth Farm’s 2.000 acres. ap- 
proximately 1,200 are in pastures on which 
are 111 mares, five stallions, 59 yearlings, 
and 53 foals, (228 total). This is about 


5.2 acres of pasture for each horse. 


Plus Phenothiazine 


Sanitation and rotation, however, is but 
one phase of the program. The other phase 
is an all-out dosage measure which pre- 


vents worms which are picked up by the 
animals from enjoying their stay in the 
body of the host. 

Key weapon in this phase of the program 
is phenothiazine. That drug is nothing 
new for the treatment of blood worms. but 
the method of administering it is. 

Formerly the foals at Mereworth wi 
wormed before weaning and then about 
every three months thereafter, the double 
treatment being used. This rids the horses 
of both the blood worms and round worms, 

One part of this “double” treatment con. 
sisted of a single dose of phenothiazine, 
The amount of the drug in the dose was 
based upon a 30-gram figure for a ma. 
ture horse, correspondingly less for young. 
er horses. 


The trouble with the periodic wormings 
at, say, three-month intervals, ‘was that 
between the wormings, the animals could 
become reinfested and the parasites given 
time to become well entrenched before the 
next dose of phenothiazine hit them. 


What was needed was some way of 
spreading over a longer period of time 
the effective action of the phenothia- 
zine. Dr. Dimock provided this, giving 
much smaller quantities of the drug, but 
giving them daily over certain periods. 

At Mereworth the first employment of 
the procedure worked like this on_ the 
yearlings now at the farm: 

On December 1, just after they had 
been weaned, the youngsters began to re- 
ceive daily, sprinkled on their feed, a mix- 
ture composed of phenothiazine, steamed 
bone meal, and distiller’s dried solubles. 
The weanlings received this mixture for 
15 days. then were taken off it for a 
month. That procedure—15 days on and 
a month off—is being followed. At the end 
of each of the 15-day periods, the ani- 
mals had received 30 grams of the pheno- 
thiezine. 

“The idea was to keep a little of the 
phenothiazine in the horse for a longer 
period to prevent the parasites from get: 
ting a start.” Dr. White says. 

All during the winter, fecal examina- 
tions were made on the yearlings. What 
were the results? 

“In some cases we found no egg worms 
at all in the feces,” Dr. White says, adding 
with the caution befitting one who is not 
vet ready to concede that thg problem is 
wholly licked: 

“To date the results have been satisfac- 
tory, but experiments are not completed.”

The Stud Book; 
The Sherman Act 


From John E. Hughes, Chicago: 


On English Derby Day I opened Vol- 
ume XLVI of THe BLoop-Horse and came 
upon the pedigree of Tudor Minstrel on 
page 380 in your article, “The Right Kind 
of Pedigrees,” in which you state, “the 
dam was by a Derby winner out of a mare 
(Lady Juror) which in 1922 ranked with 
the best 3-year-olds of both sexes in Eng- 
land.” 

It did not occur to me how very super- 
ficial this comment was until about an 
hour later I chanced to pick up Best 
Horses of 1945 (published in England) 
and found, in a discussion of whether 
Tudor Minstrel’s half-sister, Neolight, by 
Nearco would stay, the following facts 
stated at page 287 (as to the dam’s pedi- 
gree): 


“In any case no clear indications 
are to be found there. Lady Jose- 
phine, the dam of the flying Mumtaz 
Mahal, represents pure speed. Lady 
Juror, by the great stayer Son-in-Law, 
herself won over 1°4 miles, but none 
of her illustrious offspring, Fair 
trial, The Abbot, Jurisdiction, The 
Recorder and Riot were able to get 
much more than a mile. Sansonnet is 


by Sansovino, who won the Derby in 
the mud, but nobody knows the extent 
of her stamina since she was a com- 
plete failure as a three-year-old after 
having been the best of her sex the 
previous year.” 

And while pen is in hand I want to add 
that since the owners of the English Stud 
Book at the instance of English breeders 
have not seen fit to change its rule of in- 
clusion, it is time to consider other meas- 
ures here. In my opinion it would now be 
in order for our Jockey Club to adopt the 
same tule the English book has and here- 
after register only horses tracing to those 
already registered therein, provided the 
Jockey Club also at the same time adopted 
a rule such as the English have and al- 
low any horses to race whether registered 
or not. 

I have already called attention to the 
fact that the Sherman Act in plain Eng- 
lish words says, “every combination in re- 
straint of trade in interstate commerce is 
hereby declared illegal,” and makes par- 
ticipation in such combination a crime and 
also makes the participants liable to civil 
suit for triple damages plus attorney’s 
fees. Obviously a rule which prevents a 
captured German horse or any other horse 
being shipped to New York to race de- 
prives the railroads or vans, gasoline, and 
other suppliers of revenue and maybe the 
owner of the horse of purses and thereby 
restrains trade in interstate commerce, and 
if the plain English words of the Sherman 
Act mean what they say, the Department 
of Justice can indict and send to jail those 
violating the Supreme Law of the land. 


Dates and Distances

When I first heard that the famous Ken. 
tucky Derby was run over one and a quar- 
ter miles instead of the Derby distance 
of a mile and a half, | asked many of your 
racing authorities—owners, trainers and 
writers—“whaffor?” The reply, a stereo- 
typed one, was that it was so early in the 
3-year-old career of the horses that a dis. 
tance greater than ten furlongs would im. 
pose too severe a strain on the runners. 

While not criticizing that opinion, which 
is generally accepted in this country, | 
would like to point out that in Australia 
the birthday of all horses is August 1—in 
America of course it is January 1—and 
the Australian Jockey Club Derby, run at 
Randwick, is the feature of the spring 
meeting held late September and early 
October: that is, before the runners have 
enjoyed three months of their third year. 
That is a shorter period than the time be- 
tween January 1 and May 3, day of the 
recent Kentucky Derby of ten furlongs as 
compared with the Australian mile and a 
half. 

The Victoria Derby, run in Melbourne 
just before the Melbourne Cup, is a fea- 
ture of the V. R. C. spring carnival. The 
Derby is run on the Saturday and the 
Melbourne Cup of two miles, on the first 
Tuesday of November, a few days later. 
Well, for many years the Derby winner 
has become automatic first favourite or 
second favourite for the two-miler, and very 
often he lands the double. The 3-year-olds

An hour later the 
mare began to show distinct signs of im. 
provement and by morning was out of dan- 
ger. Not all of the answers in the horse 
business are the exclusive property of the 
professionals. Without Mrs. Hewitt’s quick 
thinking there would have been no Phal- 
anx, or perhaps other great horses to 
come.

$183,525 in First Money

Second in 
the race was the Battleship colt Tide Rips, 
bred by Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott at 
Montpelier. 


In early May, Big Story, owned by Mrs. 
Ellsworth Augustus, of Orange, won a di- 
vision of the Rennert Handicap; and Blue 
Grass, whose dam Camelot is owned by 
the Nydrie Stud at Esmont, annexed the 
Kentucky Oaks. 

What is probably the best Virginia- 
bred 2-year-old to run this year popped up 
in Caltha, winner of Fashion Stakes at 
Belmont Park. She is by *Bahram out of 
Marsh Marigold, by *Sir Gallahad, 3rd, 
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and should eventually make a great ad- 
dition to the broodmare band of the North 
Wales Stud, Warrenton, which bred her. 
Christmastide’s daughter of the syndicate 
sire Pilate, won the Pimlico Breeder’s 
Stakes. 

Down in Mexico City Height o’ Land, 
bred by Robert Sterling Clark, of Upper- 
ville, won the Handicap Puebla. The 
North Wales bred-and-owned Brabancon 
again ran second in the very best of com- 
pany, this time in the Peter Pan Handi- 
cap at Belmont. He had previously been 
second in the Flamingo and the Withers 
Stakes, and third in the Swift Stakes. 

Toward the end of the month the Stee- 
plechasers cut loose. Trough Hill and 
Floating Isle (by Battleship), bred re- 
spectively by Henry W. Frost of Middle- 
burg and Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott of 
Montpelier, won the Pimlico Spring Maid- 
en Steeplechase and the Charles L. Aple- 
ton Steeplechase. Another Battleship 
horse, War Battle, bred by Leslie B. Gray 
of Orange, won the Meadowbrook Steeple- 
chase Handicap. Paul Mellon had the 
satisfaction of seeing his home-bred Ameri- 
can Way gallop home in front in the inau- 
gural running of the Tom Roby Steeple- 


chase at Delaware Lake thus bringing the 
horse’s total earnings to about $25,000. 

In the same week that Phalanx won the 
Belmont and War Battle the Meadow- 
brook, Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart of the 
Plains saw her Rytina (by Milkman), 
which she bred and retained as a brood- 
mare prospect, win the Top Flight Handi- 
cap, at Belmont. West Fleet, bred by A. 
M. Chicester of Leesburg, won his eighth 
stakes, the Plymouth Rock Handicap, and 
at Hollywood a new track record for 
six furlongs of a mile was set by Breez- 
ing Home, which was foaled at the Burr- 
land Farm, Middleburg, by William Zeig- 
ler’s wonderful mare Marching Home, the 
dam also of Speeding Home and the Bel- 
mont Stakes winner Bounding Home. 

At Aqueduct in early June Rippey, bred 
by the Nydrie Stud, Esmont, won the valu- 
able Carter Handicap, and Wiliam Zeig- 
ler, Jr’s. Speeding Home the Dry Monople 
Handicap. All in all it adds up to 11 stakes 
and a track record for the Virginia-breds, 
and a total of $183,525 in first monies. 
Let’s see how they'll run in July.

VANCOUVER 

C. S. Howard has sent a string of ten 
horses to be raced on the British Columbia 
tracks this year, as he did last year. They 
are in charge of Trainer J. C. Waters. 

Vancouver will have an unusually long 
racing season this year. On June 27 the 
B. C. Turf and Country Club will open 
its Lansdowne Park track for 28 racing 
days. They have two weeks on this char- 
ter and two weeks on the Brighouse Park 
track charter, also owned by them. The 
government refused them permission to 
use the Chilliwack Fair charter for an 
additional week. 

On August 6, Hastings Park at Vancou- 
ver will open for 28 days of racing, as 
compared with 21 last year. They have 
two weeks on their own charter of the 
Ascot Jockey Club, and two weeks under 
the franchise of the old Colwood track in 
Victoria. 

The British Columbia racing season 
goes into its final days when the horses 
take the boat for Victoria, which has two 
weeks racing starting September 6 at the 
Willows track. 

The $7,500 added B. C. championship, 
inaugurated last year, will be the richest 
race in the province. It will be run Au- 
gust 2 at Lansdowne Park. 


Turf and Paddock

Retirement of Busher, the 5-year-old 
mare with the greatest earnings of her sex 
in Thoroughbred history, was announced 
June 14 by Neil S. McCarthy who pur- 
chased her for $135,000 at the Louis B. 
Mayer bloodstock sale early this year. 

Busher, by War Admiral—Baby League, 
by Bubbling Over, will be bred to *Alib- 
hai, McCarthy’s announcement said. 

Decision to retire the mare was reached 
after she had shown signs of recurrence 
of an old injury following the fastest work- 
out—1:3746 for a mile—recorded at Hol- 
lywwood Park this season. Her first en- 
gagement of the Hollywood Park meeting 
had been expected to be the $50,000 Amer- 
ican Handicap on July 4. 

In two seasons of racing, 1944 and 1945, 
Busher started 20 times, was first 15 times, 
second three times, and third once, earn- 
ing $334,035 and a current rating of 
twelfth among the leading American 
money winners. In 1945, she was unani- 
mously acclaimed “Horse of the Year.” 

Foaled at the Idle Hour Farm of the 
late Col. E. R. Bradley, Busher was ac- 
quired by Louis B. Mayer from Colonel 
Bradley for $50,000 after she had earned 
$60,300 during her 2-year-old career. 

Among her 15 wins were 11 stakes vic- 
tories.

She was treated and rested 
and returned to training for the 1946-47 
season, but started only once this year 
and was unplaced in her final competi- 
tive appearance.

Chick Lang 


Charles (Chick) Lang, one of the out- 
standing jockeys of the 1920's, died at 
the Delaware Hospital, Wilmington, on 
June 14 after a lingering illness. 

Lang, 41, rode during nine seasons, 
from 1921, when he was the leader with 
135 victories in 696 mounts, to 1928, and 
then again in 1932. He did not ride from 
1929-31. 

During his career he rode in 3,472 races, 
was first 601 times, second 524 times, 
third 448 times, had a winning percentage 
of 17. His mounts earned $1,168,965. 

In 1928, Lang was aboard Reigh Count 
when the Hertz horse won the Kentucky 
Derby, a victory which the rider later re- 
called gave him the greatest thrill of his 
career. 

In the fall of 1927, Lang and Reigh 
Count’s stablemate, Anita Peabody, had 
beaten the 1928 Kentucky Derby winner 
in the Belmont Futurity, and both horses 
were his favorites. 

In 1929 Lang accompanied Reigh Count 
to England, where owner John D. Hertz 
had entered the horse in the Ascot Gold 
Cup. But Lang did not ride the American 
horse in that event. After arriving in Eng- 
land, he rode a few races, found them alto- 
ceiher different than riding in the United 
States and asked to be taken off Reigh 
Count for the Gold Cup, because he felt 
that his American style of riding would 
place Reigh Count at a disadvantage over 
the rolling English course. Reigh Count 
finished second in the race, but later won 
the Coronation Cup. 

Born near London, Ontario, Lang as a 
youngster was familiar with horses, for his 
father bred many on his Canadian farm. 
He was apprenticed in 1920, and his first 
appearance under colors was in 1921, the 
year he captured the riding title. 

After retiring as a jockey, Lang began 
conditioning horses, and during the current 
meeting at Delaware Park had saddled 
horses for Maxwell Slifkin and the Ed-Ell 
Stable. Survivors include a son, Charles 
Jr., and a daughter.

Anti-Touting Law 


Bookmakers and professional touts are 
the targets of two measures sponsored by 
the Florida State Racing Commission and 
passed by the Florida Legislature. 

One measure specifies a prison term of 
one to five years, or a fine up to $5,000, 
for the “false use of the names of any 
official of the Florida State Racing Com. 
mission, or the names of any owner, train- 
er, jockey, or other person licensed by the 
Commission as the source of any informa. 
tion or purported information.” 

The measure defines a_ professional 
tout as “any person who knowingly and 
designedly by false representation at- 
tempts to, or does persuade, procure or 
cause another person to wager... . and 
asks or demands compensation as a re- 
ward for information or purported infor. 
mation given.” Conviction calls for a 


fine up to $500 or imprisonment up to six 
months. The second offense means an 
automatic jail sentence. 

The measure against bookmaking re- 
quires tracks to investigate if activities in- 
dicate the law is being violated, and if 
so, to eject the suspect. 

Punishment for a bookmaker, or those 
who solicit for or bet with a bookmaker, 
was fixed at either a six-month sentence, 
or a fine up to $500. The second offense 
means an automatic jail sentence. 

The laws also provide that convicted 
bookmakers and professional touts, and 
suspects who have been ejected previously 
from tracks for the offenses, shall be ex- 
cluded from race tracks. 


SANTA ANITA DIRECTORS 


William M. Jeffers, former president of 
the Union Pacific Railroad until his re 
tirement in 1946, and present vice-chair- 
man of the road’s board of directors, has 
been elected to the directorate of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club, Inc., operators of 
Santa Anita Park. Mr. Jeffers was ad- 
ministrator of the National Rubber Pro- 
gram during the war. 

Also named to the board in elections 
which increased the membership from 12 
to 15 were Reese H. Taylor, president of 
the Union Oil Company of California, and 
Robert P. Strub, son of Charles H. Strub, 
executive vice-president of the Los Angeles 
Turf Club.
